ought to he, the sole result of surrounding the metropolis 
of a free state with soldiers. 

‘On the other hand, the alterations thus inauspiciously

But as well, Sir, might we, on hearing that 
a person labours under a cutaneous. disorder, affirm, that 
if the complaint be not small-pox no disorder exists—as 
mafutain, pertinaciously, that an individual must, to be 
proven mad, exhibit the symptoms of one -only of the 
multifarious ‘species of mental derangement, “ A wise 
man is cautious how he becomes the echo of a commonly

This refusal was given at seven in the morniug,—the 
Apothecary did nut see the poor man till Aalfapast ten, The 
Apotherary,.on his arrival, immediately ordered spirits; and 
he continued in occasional attendance until Tuesday night. Os 


‘Wednesday morning about half-past three, Mr. Godfrey, not- 


withstanding his itiness, being locked up with the rest of the 
prisoners, beenme sé much worse, and was in such dreadfal 
agony, that the rest of the debtors were compelled to adupt ihe 
only resource in thelr pawer,—that of making a violent noise 
against theie door, in the hape of awakening the single turnkey, 
who sleeps at a very considerable distanre from them, io that 
part of the gaol which ts allotted to the confinement of Felon. 
After continuing this noise for some time, during which the 
wretched Godfrey was suffering worse torments than thie of 
the rack, the tarnkey approached, He was eatreated to get

: ' THE KING PY. BEST. 

This was an application for having a conviction under. the 
Siniute of Charlies U1, made fot the more due Observance of the 
Lord's Das s— quashed, ; 

Mr. Commons Sgaseant appeared against the conviction, 
which stated, on the information of a persan named George 
Mitchell, that Joseph Best, of the parish of 81, Luke's, Grocer, 
being a person above the age of 14 years, had on a certain ocen- 
sing, 6 wit, on the 5th of April last, evercised his worldly ba- 
siness, labour or work, on the Sabbath Day, the samenut being 
a work of necessity, The information bore that, as the infor- 
mant was passing the door of ihe defendant av the sabbath day 
in question, be saw him, the said John Best, behind his coun- 
ter, serving a girl with an article whith he wrapped dp tn pa- 


per, and for which the snid girl returned him payment in cop. | 


per. The iafefmer raw the defeodant take ihe money; vpun 
which the girl went away, The cenvictivh then went on to 
state, that the defendant was theredpon canvicted in the pe- 
nalty of 54,—-two-thirds to the pour of the parish, and ove-thicd 
to the Informer.
